been many men inspired by Infinity since that time. To Isaiah, 
however, belongs the cerdit for having first predicted the ending 
of war when he said: 


They shall beat their swords into plowshares and their 


spears into pruning hooks; nation shall not lift up the 
sword against nation; neither shall they learn war any 
more. 
This forecast was general in its tenor and not nearly so specific 


as that by Alfred Tennyson some thousands of years later in one 
of his wonderful poems. In that marvelous verse, written long 
before the airships was considered practical or even a possibility, 
this great man tinned the following: 
"For I dipped into the future, far as human eye could see, 
Saw the vision of the world, and all the wonder that would be; 
Saw the heavens fill with commerce, argosies of magic sails, 
Pilots of the purple twilight, dropping down with costly bales ; 
Heard the heavens fill with shouting, and there rained a ghastly

Far along the world-wide whisper of the south wind rushing 


warm, 


With the standards of the peoples plunging through the thunder- 


storm, 


"Till the war drum throbbed no longer, and the battle flags were 


furled 


In the parliament of man, the federation of the world."

shape of death-dealing bombs which spread terror wherever u«?ed. 
The standards of the peoples are waving in the thunderstorm of 
combat which ere it ends will be the most devastating earth has 
ever witnessed. But out of all will come the condition where no 
longer will throb the war drum and the battle banner will be 
furled forever. 


Tolstoi predicted this war years ago, the only error in his 


prophecy being that he fixed 1913 as the year for the commence- 
ment of the strife, and like Tennyson he outlined the federation 
of the nations when war should be no more. Nogi, the Japanese 
hero of Port Arthur, immediately following the siege, said all 
Europe would soon be a great battle ground; that France and Ger- 
many would meet in this last decisive conflict in the Belgian 
plains, probably near Waterloo, the only spot which will permit 
of the evolutions by the great armies facing each other. Nogi de- 
clared France would beat Germany on land and England would 
crush Germany at sea. He concluded: 


This war will be the last in Europe and perhaps for- 


ever. The German states will emerge so exhausted and 
so terrified that they have no other object than to form 
some coalition that may in the future obviate the recur- 
rence of any such catastrophe. 
Nogi may have been incorrect as to his prediction as to the 


victor, but that he was accurate in declaring war would doubt- 
less cease forever as a result of this exeat struggle will be dem- 
onstrated at the termination of the present conflict. The world's 
peoples will be heartsick at the thousands slain and maimed, and 
impressed by the destruction of property. They will demand 
peace and enforce that demand by inaugurating new systems 
where the will of the people will be the supreme law of the land 
and where governments will derive their just powers from the 
consent of the governed. When that day shall have arrived 
Christian men and women all over the earth, and men and women 
not Christian who believe in the goodness of Deity, will be able 
to say with our own Lincoln "that the dead shall have not died 
in vain, that the nations, under God shall have a new birth of 
freedom and that government of the people, by the people and 
for the people shall not perish from the earth."

As a result of the president's state- 
ment, the campus was agog today with 
discussion and surmises as to the possible 
Identity of the fraternities with the poor 
records. Several semesters ago was in- 
stituted at the university by Professor 
O. D. Washburn. then dean of the lower 
d!-.-U:cr.. tha ;.-•:'.::.' '.'. ' •:::--:.-.'-::;S '•••-^. 
term the average standing of the schol- 
*rs In each fraternity, sorority and house 
c!-.b. 
These standings have always been given 
by themselves and without the names of 
the organization Involved attached. For 
the most part there has been a steady 
betterment in the standings of almost all 
the organizations, those lower in the list 
co-operating with Professor Washburn to 
bring their marks up to par. 
In the case of the five fraternities In- 
volved, however, there has been no such 
Improvement 
In fact, it Is stated that 
at least three of the five have fallen 
lower and lower in scholarship ranking 
«ach semester, and have made apparent- 
ly no effort to retrieve the lost ground. 


NO HELP WITHIN. 


President Wheeler Is convinced that 
the fraternities involved are of such a 
character that better scholarship is un- 
likely so long as the members continue 
in the organization. 
He believes that 
abolishment of the local chapters of the 
Jive fraternities would permit the Indi- 
vidual students a better opportunity for 
advancement. His remarks on the matter 
•were addressed to a gathering of fresh- 
men students, to whom he said: 
"There are five fraternities In our com- 
munity of whom I have come almost to 
despair. 
Their scholarship marks have 
been falling steadily lower, semester by 
semester, and efforts to impress them 
with the necessity for improvement have 
seemed vain. When the students agreed 
to the publication of-their average mark- 
ings by organizations, it was stipulated

So I air. sot at liberty to caTne these five, 
as I shonl* like to do. 
"I shall expect from these fraternities 


tiuring this semester either thai tiir>y 
raise their scholarship average to par, or 
that they themselves apply to their na- 
tional organizations for revocation of 
their charters. I should be able to ac- 
complish this disorganization by myself 
applying for the canceling of their char- 
ters, but I should prefer to have the ac- 
tion come from the fraternities them- 
selves." 
During the time that the markings have 
beon kept, there has been a constant riv- 
alrv between fraternities and house clubs 
to "attain the highest standings, and the 
lead has fluctuated between the two. 
The bottom of the list has, however, been 
constantly occupied by fraternities, none 
of the h6u*» clubs falling noticeably be- 
low standard.
